The Madison Journal, in reply to the ques- 


tion* of the Argu*, uking it to define ittpwi- 
tionln the Maine Law, thu* replie*: 


" We regard.in the firtt place.any attempt to 


pats the Maine Law neit winter as utterly Im- 
practicable. 
We contider Governor Barstow 


virtually pledfied to veto tuch law, should it 
pass the Legislature. 
We urged the election 


of hi* opponent last year on thi* ground. 
We 


then asserted the same thing respecting our 
present Governor, and have had no reason to 
change our opinion since. A majority of the 
people of the State declared at the ballot-box 
that they wanted the Maine Law, but they did 
not desire it sufficiently strong to forego party 
predilections; and they accordingly elected a 
sham Democratic Governor, who was certain 
to veto it, if it passed the Legislature, and 
enough sham Democrats to the Senate to pre- 
vent the unpleasant responsibility of vetoing 
it from fulling upon the Governor. 


This would be our position, had no unusual 


political evtnts transpired since the last elec- 
tion. There hat, however, been a great change 
in affairs since thnt time. 
The whole subject 


of slavery'and slavery extension-issue* infinite- 
ly transcending ia importance the question of 
liquor prohibition—has been reopened since 
thnt time. 
The slave power with its (nuxiliarie«, the 


Northern doughfaces, found itself in the major- 
ity in the present Congress and it ruthlessly 
trampled upon tbe rights of tho North. It 
opened all irar free territory to the accursed in- 
stitutions of the South, and is paving the way to 
the unlimited extension and perpetuation of 
tlint institution. Tbe great question now be- 
fore the country in, whether freedom or slavery 
shall triumph in the contest, which, after re- 
peated compromises, and after resorting to 
every expedient to avoid, baa thus been forced 
upon us. 


We hold that it is worse to enslave one man 


against bis will, to deprive him of his rights as 
a human being, and convert him into a chattle, 
than for it thousand men, voluntarily and with 
the consequences before them, to degrade and 
imbrute themselves by drinking rum. Such we 
believe is the opinion of a majority of the tem- 
perance men in this State. At the same time 
there are great numbers of men in tho State, 
who are as heartily opposed to tbe extension of 
slavery as any of the teruparance men, and who 
consider a prohibitory law us an unjust, tyran 
nical, and Anti-Kepublican measure. In view 
of these fuc.tg, we believe it to be the- duty oi 
all opposed to the extension of slavery to drop 
the matter of a prohibitory law, and to unite to 
restrict that institution to its present limits. I 
is their duty to lay aside all minor differences 
of opinion for the present, and to labor earnest- 
ly to accomplish this great end. 


Such is our position. We still believe the 


prohibitory law right in principle, but are will 
ing to sacrifice a minor reform to effect one oi 
vastly more importance to the nation and to 
mankind in general.
